On motion, the Secretary was directed to supply^the IMinutes to 
the several Circuits and Stations acsording to their proportion of the 
whole publishing fund, retaining twenty-five copies to be supplied 
to the General Agents of the Church, and to' be supplied 10 others 
desiring to obtain them at ten cents per copy.

A motion to reject the Majority report of the College Committee 
was lost, and a motion to table both reports pievailed. 

On motion, the Majority report was taken from tne table, read, 
and adopted. 

The Committee on General Interests of the Church submitted 
its report. Report received and adopted. 

The Committee on Journals submitted its report. Report re- 
ceived and adopted. 

The Committee on Statistics submitted its report. Report re- 
ceived and adopted. 

On motion, W. G. McDaniel, S. S. Crocker, N. W. Wortham and 
G. B. Branan were granted leave of absence. 

Conference adjourned to re-assemble at 6 30 p. m.

Conference w'as opened with Scripture Lesson and Prayer by 
Rev. J. A. McGarity. 

Addresses on the General Interests of the Church were deliv- 
ered as follows : “ Educational Interests,” Rev. F. H. M. Henderson ; 
“Publishing Interests,” Rev. J. 0. A. Radford; “Home and For- 
eign Missions,” Rev. C. B. McDaniel. 

The report of the Conference Steward was received and adopted. 

The report of Committee on Temperance was received and 
adopted. 

A collection, amounting to $2.91, was lifted among the members 
of the Conference to be added to the Publishing Fund. 

On motion. Rev. F. H. M. Henderson and B. T. McGarity were 
constituted the Directors for the Georgia Methodist Protestant Con- 
ference, of Lipsbomb College. 
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The Board of Church Extension submitted its jpeport. Report 
adopted. 

On motion, an assessment of five cents per member for Church 
Extension, and one cent per member for Expense of College Direct- 
ors, was laid upon the membership of the several Circuits and Sta- 
tions of the Georgia District, and the pastors in charge ordered to 
collect the same. 

The Committee on Boundaries submitted its report. Report 
received and adopted. 

The Committee appointed to receive the collections for Home 
Missions, Foreign Missions and Ministerial Education submitted its 
report. Report received and adopted. 

The Stationing Condmittee submitted its report. Report re- 
ceived and adopted. 

The President appointed the fbllowing ministers to serve at 
Union Camp Meeting, near Waco, beginning on Friday before the 
Fourth Sunday in August, 1892: Rev. R. S. McGarity, Rev. J. McD. 
Radford, Rev. J. C. Patrick, Rev. J. M. Lankford, and Rev. J. A. 
McGarity. 

The thanks of the Conference were tendered Rev. F. H. M. 
Henderson, our joint-college committeeman, for his faithful services 
in our behalf ; also to the Methodist Protestant College Land Com- 
pany of Waco, to the citizens of Buford, and to the Atlanta Suburban 
Land Company, for their generous offers to our College enterprise.

OX GENERAL INTERESTS OF THE CHURCH. 

I. We regard the circulation of our Church papers as highly 
essential to the e^lucation of our peoples in the principles of our 
Church, and ea-nestly recommend that the Pastors use their best 
efforts to increase the circulation of said papers. 

II. Whereas our Board of Ministerial Education are offering to 
assist yonmr men in preparing for the Ministry, we ask that an as- 
sessment of five cents per member be laid upon all the charges, and 
that the Pastors collect the same. 

III. Since our Colleges are in a flourishing condition, and offer 
better facilities and advantages than ever before, we appeal to our 
people for a liberal patronage. 

IV. We think the Board of Home Missions are doing a good 
work in extending our Church throughout our country, and we ask 
that an assessment of five cents per member be laid upon all the 
charges of the District, and that the Pastors use all diligence to 
collect the same. 

V. We are also in accord with the working of the Board of 
Foreign Missions, whose work is in Japan, and recommend that an 
assessment of five cents per member be collected from each Circuit 
and Station by the Pastor in charge. 

VI. We further suggest that some plan be adopted by the 
Annual Conference to secure a superannuate fund in our Conference.

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Board met at Cedar Grove, November 13th, 1891, and was or- 
ganized by electing Rev. F. H. M. Henderson, Chairman; J. W. 
Jeter, Treasurer, W. G, McDaniel, Secretary— Rev. R. S, McGarity 
and Rev. J. 0. A. Radford, the remaining members of the Board, 
being present. 
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The Board have conferred from time to time with W. M. Bray, 
Es(i., attorney for the extinct Board of the First Methodist Protes- 
tant Cl)urch of Atlanta, with reference to our property in Atlanta. 
He promises us an early settlement on the funds remaining, after 
paying off all debts. He states that there will probably be a little 
more than $2,0ti0.00 on final settlement. He claims ten per cent, 
commission on original sale and accruing interest. 

We have secured a new charter in the Superior Court of Carroll 
County, at a cost of $10 85. This expense has been paid out of the 
amount. Thirteen dollars and forty-five cents left in the hands of 
the Board at last Conference. The thanke of the Board .are due 
Judge AV. C. Adamson for his gratuitous services in securing this 
charter. We continue Rev. R. S. McGarity as Agent for the Board 
to secure a settlemont with Brother Bray on the Atlanta property.
